BRITISH MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


Annual Meeting of the 
Hongkong and Ching Branch. 


The Hongkong and China Branch of tho 
British Medical Associstion held their 
aunnal meeting at the Sanitary ‘Board 
Room on Thureday evening, when there 
was a good attendance. Dr G. M. Haraton, 
the President, presided, and in bis address 
dealt with the work of the branch during 
tho past year. 

Dr J. H. Saunders, the hon secretary 
and treasurer, gave his annual report which 
showed that they had s membership: of 
130 extending right into the far western 
portion of China, It was a. striking 
fuct that some of those medical men 
iu the far westorn districts had been 
mong the subscribers to the library fund 
During the past years the small grant from 
the parent association had been accumulat- 
ingin the bank, and the council decided 
to iuvest the money in the purchase of the 
latest. works of reforence to enable local 
penctitonens. as well as naval surgeons, to 
haye an opportunity of roferring to 
them, . With that end in. view the 
conncil had secured a portion of an office, 
situated at No. 17a, Queen's Road Central, 
where any medical man, who was a mem- 

er of the asscciation, might refer to 
thesa heoks. F

He 
drew special attention to ‘tho fact that 
in going over the list, he found that 
nu fewer than fifty medical practitioners in 
the treaty ports of China and in Hongkong 
hud passed through the school since its

six came fron: Hongkong. Any modical 
prictitioner resident in a Colony like 
Tlongkang, for instanco—which subscribed 
to the School had. the privilege of going 
through s course at the School without the 
usual payment. of fees. This privilege, 
Sir Francis pointed out, had not been taken 
ndvantage of up to the present'in Hoog- 
k ng tothd extent he would desiro, Now, 
however, that the contribution of the 
Colony wus gving to be renewed, he hoped 
tho medical gentlemen. of Hongkony would 
avail themselves of the opportunity afforded 
of a free course of tuition in tropical 
medicine. During his former visit to the 
Colony in 1902, ‘a small committea was 
appointed consisting of Drs, Atkinson, Ho 
Kai and Rennie (the last named being the 
secretary), with: power. to add to their 
number, and tho result of that action was 
that a eum of ahout $2,500 was collected.
